SECRETARY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 

AND TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION FOR IRELAND. 

Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the following Half- 
yearly Report, January-June, 1906, on the Banking, 
Railway, and Shipping Statistics of Ireland. 

As regards Banks and Banking in Ireland the Report 
states (I.) the deposits and cash balances in Joint Stock 
Banks ; (II.) the deposits in Post Office and Trustees 
Savings Banks in Ireland ; (III.) the amount of the 
Government Funds, India Stocks, Guaranteed Land 
Stock, and War Stock on which dividends are payable 
at the Bank of Ireland, and (IV.) the Note Circulation 
of the Irish Banks of Issue. 

As regards Railways in Ireland the Report states 
(1) the weekly traffic receipts ; (2) the amount of 
Ordinary, Preferential and Guaranteed, and Loans 
and Debenture Stock, classed according to rate of 
dividend ; (3) the amount of Capital, &c. ; (4) the length 
of Lines, Traffic, Gross Receipts, &c. ; (5) the Working 
Expenditure, Net Receipts, and Rolling Stock ; (6) the 
Receipts from Season and Periodical Tickets ; and (7) 
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the length of Light Railways and the names of the 
Companies by which such Railways are worked or are to 
be worked. 

As regards Shipping the Report states the total 
Tonnage of Vessels entered and cleared in the Ports of 
Ireland in each of the years 1895-1905, and the Number 
and Tonnage of Vessels entered and cleared in each of 
the Ports in Ireland in 1905. 

Two Statistical Diagrams are placed in the Report to 
illustrate respectively the growth of Irish Banking and 
of Post Office and Trustees Savings Banks (page 14) and 
the weekly Receipts of Irish Railways in each of the 
first 26 weeks of the years 1905 and 1906 (page 22). 

Banks. 

1. Deposits and Cash Balances in Joint Stock Banks. 

The deposits and cash balances in Joint Stock Banks 
amounted on the 30th June last to £45,842,000,* being 
the highest amount for June of which there is record, 
and £843,000 in excess of that for June, 1905. Com- 
paring the deposits and cash balances since June, 1886 — 
with the exception of a decrease in June, 1897 — there 
has been a gradual increase from £29,223,000 in June, 
1886, to £45,842,000 in June, 1906. 

These figures are of considerable interest as indicating 
the growth of the operations and influence of Banking 
in Ireland, They do not, however, in themselves prove 
the growth of “ net savings.” Such a growth and its 
extent could only be determined by a complete account 
of savings on the one hand, and of indebtedness on the 
other, But for this account the necessary data are not 
available.

II. Savings Banks* 

The balances of deposits in Savings Banks consist 
of two groups — those in the Post Office Savings Banks,

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which are set out in Table II., and those in Trustees 
Savings Banks, shown in Table III. 


(a) Post Office. 

It will be seen from Table II. that at the end of 
June of this year, the estimated amount in the Post 
Office Savings Banks in Ireland stood at £10,459,000, 
as compared with £10,037,000 for the corresponding 
period of 1905, showing an increase of £422,000.

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Table II. (a) shows by half-years, for tiro past ten 
years, the accumulation of deposits in the Post Office 
Savings Banks. From this Table it appears that there 
has been a steady increase in each half-year, the amount 
to the credit of depositors reaching its maximum in 
June last, when the balance showed an increase of 
£229,000 as compared with the amount in December 
1905.

Tables IY. and IY. (a) show the progress of the total 
accumulation of small savings in Post Office and Trustees 
Hanks in Ireland. From Table IV. it will be seen that 
the total amount in the Post Office and Trustees Savings 
Banks in Ireland in June, 1906, was £12,949,000, as 
compared with £12,496,000 for the corresponding 
period of the year 1905. There was thus, in the 
year 1906, an' increase of £453,000, a sum greater by 
£109,000 than the increase of £344,000 recorded in the 
year 1905. 
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It will also be observed that there has been an increase 
in each year since 1886, except 1893, and that the 
balance in Savings Banks on the 30th June, 1906, was 
nearly treble the amount to the credit of depositors m 
June of the year 1886, the first year for which Statistics 
are given in the Table.

Table IV. (a), in which the amount of small savings 
is set forth by half years for the past ten and a half 
years, shows that during that period, the half year y 
balances in Savings Banks in Ireland continuously in- 
creased. The increase in the six months ended 30th 
June last is £61,000 more than that for the previous 
half-year, but £6,000 below the average increase lor 
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the twenty other half-yearly periods covered by the Table- 
As between the Post Office Savings Banks and the 
Trustees Savings Banks the net increase of £257,000 in 
the balances for the June half-year, 1906, is made up 
of a.n increase of £229,000 in the case of the former, and 
an increase of £28,000 in the case of the latter.

Table IV. (b) shows the balances in the Post Office 
and Trustees Banks in certain years since 1833. 
Table IV. (o) shows the number of accounts open in each 
class of Savings Banks on the 31st of December in each 
year of the period 1886-1905. The growth of the 
number of depositors in the case of the Post Office 
Savings Bank is remarkable, having more than trebled 
in the twenty years, 1886 to 1905.

It will be seen from Table V. that on the 30th June 
last the total amount of the Government Funds, India 
Stocks, Guaranteed Land Stock,* Guaranteed 2f per 
cent. Stock (Land Purchase Act, 1903), and War Stockf 
on which dividends are payable at the Bank of Ireland, 
was £36,952,000, or, £536,000 (Guaranteed Land Stock 
decreased by £245,000), over the amount for the 
close of June, 1905, and £12,736,000 in excess of 
that for June, 1897, the last year in which a 
decline in the amount of these securities is shown. It 
is to be noted that the amount of Guaranteed Land 
Stock for 30th June last was £12, 809, 000, J against 
£13,054,000 for the corresponding day of the preceding 
year, and £13,198,000 for the last day of June, 1904 ; 
and that War Stock amounted to £532,000 on 30th 
June, 1906, against £501,000 on 30th June, 1905.

The figures for the year 1906 show a slight contraction 
in the Bank Note circulation. The Average Bank Note 
circulation for June, 1906, was £6,124,000, as against 
£6,157,000 for 1905, showing a decrease of £33,000.

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It will be observed from Table YI. (a) that the usual 
decrease of Note circulation in June, as compared with 
December, took place in 1906. The decrease on this 
occasion was £69,000, but £555,000 less than the 
decrease in June, 1905, as compared with December of 
the preceding year. The Note circulation of Irish Hanks 
of Issue for June, 1906 (£6,124,000), is 0’5 per cent, less 
than the circulation (£6,157,000) in June, 1905, and 
18'0 percent, less than the circulation in December. 1902, 
which was the largest on record since the year 1882.

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The results of the analysis of the foregoing tables 
are ; — 

1st. That in June, 1906, as compared with the 
corresponding period in 1905, there was an 
increase of £843,000 in the Deposits and Cash 
Balances in the Irish Joint Stock Banks, and 
the amount of such Deposits and Cash Balances 
was the highest yet recorded. 

2nd. That there was an increase of £410,000 in 
Deposits and Cash Balances in the Irish Joint 
Stock Banks in June, 1906, as compared with 
December, 1905. 

3rd. That .there was an increase of £453,000 in 
the Deposits in Savings Banks in Ireland in 
June, 1906, as compared with June, 1905. 

4th. That there was an increase of £257,000 in the 
Deposits in Savings Banks in June, 1906, as 
compared with December, 1905. 

5th. That there was an increase of 19,404 in the 
number of accounts remaining open in the Post 
Office and Trustees Savings Banks in Ireland 
on the 31st December, 1905, as compared with 
31st December, 1904. 

6tli. That in June, 1906, as compared with the 
same period of 1905, there was an increase of 
£536,000 in the amount of Government Funds, 
India Stocks, Guaranteed Land Stock, Guaran- 
teed 2f per cent. Stock (Laud Purchase Act, 
1903), and War Stock, on which dividends are 
payable at the Bank of Ireland, and that this 
increase follows an increase of £919,000 in 
June of last year, as compared with June, 
1904. 

7th. That in June, 1906, there was an increase of

Railways. 

The receipts of Irish Railways, week by week, for the 
first half of the year 1906, have been supplied to this 
Department by the authorities of the several Companies, 
and will be found tabulated in Table VII., and compared 
with the receipts for corresponding periodof the year 1905. 
This Table does not include the returns of the Light 
Railways of Ireland. 

A review of the weekly traffic returns shows that in 
18 weeks the receipts fell below those for the corres- 
ponding weeks of the year 1905, and in 8 weeks the 
receipts exceeded those for the corresponding periods, 
with the net result that the total receipts for the first 26 
weeks of the year 1906 amounted to £1,868,248, a 
decrease of £3,131, or 0'2 per cent., as compared with 
the amount received in the first six months of the 
preceding year. It should be stated that the weekly 
receipts published in this table only approximate to 
completeness. The complete figures for each year are 
published annually by the Board of Trade. 

Tables 8 to 13 present information relative to the 
financial position, traffic receipts, working expenditure, 
&c., of each Railway in Ireland. This information is 
compiled and published by the Board of Trade from 
returns supplied by the Railway Companies themselves, 
pursuant to the requirements of the Regulations of 
Railways Act, 1871.

It appears from the following Table, (XIV.), that the 
yearly average tonnage of vessels in foreign trade* which 
were entered in the Ports of Ireland during the ten years 
1895-1904 was 1,199,036 ; the highest tonnage was 
1,347, '904 in 1903, and the lowest 1,022,536, in 1895 ; in 
1905 the tonnage (1,171,827) entered was 145,438 under 
the tonnage for 1904, and 27,209, or 2 - 3 per cent^ 
below the average for the ten years 1895-1904. The 
average tonnage of vessels in the. coasting trade entered 
in the Ports of Ireland during the decade 1895-1904, 
was 5,649,565; the tonnage entered in 1905 was 5,834,245, 
being 50,284 above that for the year 1904, and 184,680, 
or 3'3 per cent., more than the yearly average for the 
ten years 1895-1904. 

The average tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade* 
cleared^ during the ten years 1895-1904 was 482,373 ; 
the tonnage cleared! in 1905 was 479,494, being 2,879, 
or 0 '6 per cent., under the average, and 76,703 over the 
tonnage for 1904. The average tonnage of vessels in 
the coasting trade cleared during the ten years 1895-1904 
was 4,378,081 ; in 1905 the tonnage was 4,604,611, being 
226,530, or 5'2 per cent, more than the average for the 
decade 1895-1904, and 108,376 over the tonnage for 
1904. 

Table XV., on page 64, shows, for each of the Ports 
in Ireland, the number and tonnage of vessels entered 
and cleared during the year 1905.
